Governor 
at Issue With Panel 
New Medical Schools 
Are Favored by Gilligan 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - 
Gov. John J .Gilligan said today 
he supports the creation of new 
state medical schools in nor­ 
theastern Ohio and at Wright 
State University 
in Dayton, 
“provided they are developed 
within the context of the 
statewide system.” 
Gilligan took issue with a rec­ 
ommendation of his Citizens 
Task Force on Health Care. 
which had opposed creation of 
the two new’ medical schools. 
The governor, in a statement, 
acknowledged poorly planned 
medical 
school 
development 
would he “an expensive mis­ 
take.” and called on the Ohio 
Board of Regents to map plans 
for 
integration 
of 
the 
two 
schools in a statewide system. 
Gilligan made his position 
known in a response to the task 
force’s report. He said the re­ 
port is “a blueprint for the fu­ 


ture that needs review, refine­ 
ment and serious considera­ 
tion.” 
The governor agreed with a 
recommendation of the task 
force that Ohio needs a state- 
supported emergency medical 
service “to guarantee imme­ 
diate medical care to the un­ 
derserved areas of the state. 
both urban and rural.” 
He noted he already has sug­ 
gested that state lottery reve­ 
nues be used for medical serv­ 
ices in C leveland. P arm a. 
Springfield. Cincinnati and To­ 
ledo 
Gilligan said he favors also a 
suggestion from the task force 
that home health care services 
for the elderly- an alternative 
to institutional care—be ex­ 
panded 
He called development in this 
area “one of the most promis­ 
ing approaches toward resolv- 
Israeli Troops 
Raid Lebanon 
Israeli ground troops made a 
hit-and-run attack into southern 
Lebanon as Palestinian guer­ 
rilla leaders promised swift re­ 
venge for the Israeli air strikes 
that killed or wounded more 
than 225 Palestinian refugees 
and Lebanese. 


Israeli warplanes streaked 
across Lebanon again Friday, 
and rescue workers cleaning up 
after Thursday’s raids ran for 
cover .But there were no reports 
of another attack, and it was 
believed the planes were on 
reconnaissance missions. 
The Israeli raiders bombed 
and rocketed at least five P ale­ 
stinian camps and three border 
villages Thursday in retaliation 
for the Arab terrorist attack 
Wednesday in which 26 Israelis 
w ere killed 
and

wounded. The Israeli bombs 
and rockets also hit a block of 
apartment houses in Sidon ad­ 
joining a refugee camp, level­ 
ing one three-story building and 
causing heavy casualties 
“This new Israeli crime will 
not pass without punishment. 
Israel will pay very dearly for 
the price of our children,” de­ 
clared the Palestinian news 
agency WAFA. 
The Israeli strikes increased 
the possibility that Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger would 
return to W ashington soon 
without an agreement between

But Kissinger 
made another trip to Damascus 
Thursday and maintained on 
his return to Jerusalem that

The governor said he’ll seek 
to introduce in the next session 
of the legislature a measure to 
insure that new hospital facil­ 
ities are built only when and 
where necessary. 
“ We should not allow facil­ 
ities which are wasteful or un­ 
necessary. or which provide 
substandard care.” he said. 
He said it costs the state $170 
million a year just to maintain 
empty hospital beds brought 
about by duplication. 
"Ahead of us lie weeks and 
months of continued debate and 
study on the issues raised in 
this report." the governor con­ 
cluded 
“ But in their final analysis, it 
should and must lie with the 
people of our state and their 
public officials to decide the 
quality, cost and accessibility 
of the health care that shall be 
available to all Ohioans.”

CHICAGO (AP) - A Chicago 
woman's life has turned into a 
torment of telephone threats 
and 
vandalism 
since 
she 
reported to authorities that a 
stre am of obscenities was 
coming across her citizens' 
band radio. 
Ruth Guardi's nightmare be­ 
gan last year after she com­ 
plained to the Federal Commu­ 
nications Commission, which 
pinpointed the source of the ob­ 
scenities as radio operators 
near her South Side home 
An FCC spokesman said no 
charges were filed because the 
agency gets too many obscenity 
complaints to follow up each 
one. But after her complaint, 
Mrs 
Guardi was threatened 
and was the victim of van­ 
dalism. 
Mrs. G uardi subsequently 
went to state authorities, and on 
her complaint they charged 
radio operators Ronald Talone, 
26. and George Witzcak, 28, 
with disorderly conduct and 
criminal damage to property in 
connection with the threats and 
vandalism. 
They are scheduled to appear 
in court today, and Mrs. Guardi 
is to be a w itness. Prosecutors 
said they will ask that Talorre 
and Witzcak be held on bonds of 
$150,000 each 
State prosecutors described 
Mrs. Guardi's situation as “one 
of the worst incidents of ha­ 
rassment of a witness we have 
encountered” 
Mrs. Guardi’s torment start­ 
ed slowly — her dog was killed. 
a brick was hurled through her 
w indow, constant phone calls at 
night threatened her with rape 
and mutilation. The calls halted 
for two weeks after she obtain­ 
ed an unlisted number, then re­ 
sumed. 
l^ast month the terror in­ 
creased 
She reported that an uniden­ 
tified man pummeled her on a 
bus, grabbed her purse and 
stole her car keys. Her car was 
taken from in front of her home 


and was later found smashed 
and vandalized. 
She opened the door of her 
home to a man claiming to have 
a telegram. She was smashed 
in the face with a brick. 
On May 7, anonymous phone 
callers told her she never would 
live to testify in court. 
And then came an unbeliev­ 
able Mother’s Day weekend 
During nine hours Sunday 
night, she had at her door two 
pizza deliveries for $18.45. five 
e lectricians 
reporting 
for 
emergency service at double- 
time rates, a plumber on double 
overtime, two taxi cabs, two 
ambulances and six fire trucks. 
“On Monday she received a 
funeral wreath C O D.,” said 
prosecutors.

Second Impeachment 
Hearing Leak Aired 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Se­ 
cret House Judiciary 
Com­ 
mittee impeachment evidence 
has been made public for the 
second time in as many days, 
suggesting a crau

mittee’s tight security that be­ 
fore this week had not been 
breached. 
The 
latest disclosure was 
published in The Washington 
Post. It was the committee’s 
transcript of a key Watergate 
conversation — that of Sept. 15, 
1972, between President Nixon, 
then White House Counsel John 
W. Dean III and former presi­ 
dential Chief of Staff HR Hal- 
deman. 
As a result of yet another 
leak, the Post also reported to­ 
day on the contents of a tape the 
committee heard Wednesday. 
The tape was of a short con­ 
versation June 30. 1972. be­ 
tween Nixon, Haldeman and 
former Atty. Gen. John N Mit­ 
chell. 
J. Fred Buzhardt. special 
counsel to the President, said 
early today that he had no im­ 
mediate comment on the new 
leaks. However, on Thursday 
presidential spokesmen severe­ 
ly criticized Thursday’s ac­ 
counts of part of the Sept 15 
conversation that appeared in 
The Post and The Boston Globe. 
The tapes were among those 
turned over to the committee 
by a Watergate grand jury and 


kept by the panel under strict 
rules of secrecy.

Heading Off Future Errors of Past 


WASHINGTON

The question, of course, is what 
we should do to prevent future 
Watergates.

WASHINGTON - The Senate 
voted 
53-42 
on 
May 
1 
to 
establish a national svstdln of 
“ no-fault” 
automobile 
in­ 
surance. In its present form the 
bill is a bad bill - bad in 
principle and doubtful on its 
merits. The House would be 
well-advised to amend the 
measure drastically or to kill 
the bill and start over. 
The general idea of no-fault 
insurance, as most motorists 
are now aware, is that the 
system substantially eliminates' 
the 
concept 
of 
personal 
responsibility for automobile 
accidents. An injured person 
collects from his own insurer. 
In the great bulk of cases, it 
makes no difference who was at 
fault. In the view of Utah's 
Seantor Frank Moss, one of the 
principal sponsors of the Senate 
bill, the system treats victims 
“humanely and fairly." The 
plan would bring motorists “ a 
more valuable product at lesser 
cost." 
THECONCERPT itself may 
have some merit. There is no 
denying that a large part of a 
motorists’s liability insurance 
premiums must be channeled 
into legal fees. It seems at least 
plausible that the no-fault 
system, by eliminating most of 
this expense, should produce 
lower premium costs. 
Yet it is far from certain that 
lower costs to the consumer 
actually would result from the 
Senate bill. Experts differ. One 
analysis cited by Senate op­ 
ponents 
indicates 
that 
con­ 
sumed in 44 states would ex- 
S 
erience an increase in costs, 
his same analysis suggests 
that truckers, rental vehicle 
owners, and 
fleet operators 
would benefit at the expense of 
private motorists. 
THESE ARGUMENTS 
on 
the merits may obscure much 
greater objections. Under the 
Senate bill, the states would be 
virtually compelled to adopt 
and to administer a single, 
uniform national system of no­ 
fault insurance. Except in the 
moat

accidents, 
in­ 
volving death or permanent 
disfigurement, the right to sue 
would be effectively abolished. 
The effect of the Senate bill 
would be further to destroy the 
ancient and respectable con-

cept of federalism. This con­ 
cept, embedded in our Con­ 
stitution, has two purposes. The 
first is to prevent the growth of 
excessive power in the federal 
government; the second is to 
permit the states to function as 
individual laboratories of social 
and political experiment. 
Under the Senate bill, the 
states would be reduced to 
mere lackeys of the U. S. 
Department of Transportation. 
For all practical purposes their 
auto insurance laws would be 
written

Washington.

Everything would 
yield to the superior wisdom of 
the United States Congress. 
It is instructive to glance at 
the several state laws already 
in operation.

IN MY OWN VIEW, at least, 
this is the way to proceed with 
so complex and uncertain a 
program: Let the states ex­ 
periment.

By Gerald Nierenberg 
The following statements and 
questions attempt to arouse the 
interest of the listener. 
“ Guess what happened?” 
When this question is used the 
listener is subtly being told to 
ask, “ What?” so that in com­ 
plicity with the speaker he will 
share an unimportant bit of 
information. 
The question really does not 
S 
ive the listener a choice — it 
emands his attention. 
As such, 
it 
is 
frequently 
resented 
and 
may 
elicit 
a 
facetious answer that stops the 
conversation dead in its tracks 
with the questioner angry and 
the answerer feeling guilty. 
Basically the question reveals 
that the speaker is uncertain 
that he has anything relevant or 
interesting to say. 
“Did you hear the one about. . 
.?’’ This question instructs the 
listener 
to 
conceal 
any 
know ledge of the joke that will 
follow. He also is instructed to 
become interested and get 
ready to laugh. The trouble 
with this phrase is that it more 
often than not is followed by a 
boring story and that is what 
the listener expects when he 
hears the question. If he meekly 
says, “ No," he is bored, if 
“Yes," he offends. 
In effective communication a 
story flows naturally from the 
conversation and does not need 
this limping question to in­ 
troduce it.

Stepped-up pressure for the resignation of 
President Nixon has caused the White House to 
issue repeated denials that such a course of ac­ 
tion is contemplated 
We understand and appreciate the motivation 
that is giving impetus to the resignation move­ 
ment Proponents of resignation — for the most 
part — w’ould like to see the country spared the 
trauma of the impeachment process 
WE HAVE COME to the conclusion that res­ 
ignation would achieve the opposite effect hoped 
for by its supporters. That is, it would not be in 
the national interest. 
If Mr. Nixon quit, the nation would be deprived 
of the opportunity to establish its adherence to 
the principle of accountability of leadership; 
w ould be deprived of the opportunity to exercise 
the doctrine of order through law (in the interest 
of both the American people and the President as 
an individual) and would lose the chance to re­ 
store credibility in the political process by 
clearing the air of the Watergate pollution and 
enunciating clearly the expectation of integrity 
in government.

SUDDENLY 
things weren't 
simple any more. Con Edison, 
the evil, grasping octopus, ever 
ready to pollute air and water 
for dirty dollars, inexplicably 
passed a dividend. 


Detergent makers, forced in 
many localities to substitute 
harsh caustics for gentle phos­ 
phates in order to prevent 
eutrophication of streams and 
lakes, 
began 
fighting 
back. 
They asserted that in such for­ 
bidden 
areas 
inadequate 
sewage 
treatment was 
pro­ 
ducing 70 times the nutrients 
necessary to maintain the 
maximum growth of algae. And 
who will eventually have to pay 
most of the staggering cost of 
tertiary treatment 
plants? 
Youth, no less. 


The happy slogan "zero pol­ 
lution!” began to develop 
caveats. A scientist for the 3M 
company recently pointed out 
that to completely remove 4,000 
tons of water pollutants from 
one plant would require 19,000 
tons of coal, 9,000 tons of chemi­ 
cals and 1,500 kwhr of elec­ 
tricity. The process would pro­ 


duce 9.000 tons of sludge, 1,200 
tons of fly ash and 1,200 tons of 
noxious oxides. 
IN SHORT, the idea that we 
could parade and demonstrate 
our way to a clean America at 
practically no cost in money or 
convenience received rude 
jolts. 
Still Earth Day was a good 
idea. Let it not be dropped. We 
have, indeed, been ravaging 
and messing up the planet at a 
frightening rate. We have ren­ 
dered filthy that which didn’t 
have to be very dirty and put up 
with scars, gullies and wash­ 
outs 
that 
could 
have 
been 
healed. 
The basic concerns of the 
Sierra Club and Friends of the 
Earth remain legitimate con­ 
cerns. What has changed is that 
we have gone beyond the hour 
for snake dances and rain- 
making and collegiate emotion­ 
alism. We are confronted with 
the trade-offs. 
THE ORGANIC NUT can af­ 
ford to denounce chemical 
fertilizers as long as he looks 
only at his lush, manure-fed 
garden. But when he travels 
afar and gazes upon the dis­ 
tended belly, the toothpick 
arms and the wide eyes of a 
starving child he knits his brow. 
The demand that up to $1.500 
an acre be spent to restore $50- 
an-acre Wyoming {grazing land 
after 
the 
coal 
is 
removed 
y»akes sense as long as the 
seams are thick and rich. The 
crunch will come when we will 
have to go for the thin seams. 
CONCERN FOR ecology is 
wonderful. It was delayed too 
long. Earth Day must be re­ 
vived, not as a bash but as a day 
for reason. It wouldn't be as 
much fun, but it is a fact of life 
that a display of intelligence 
isn’t half as exciting as a war- 
whoop.

Court Power to Order 
Busing Is Preserved 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Senate has voted to preserve 
most of the power of federal 
courts to order school busing 
deemed essential to end segre­ 
gated schools. 
That was the tinal outcome of 
the latest renewal of the busing 
controversy on the Senate floor. 
It required eight roll calls and a 
m ass 
of 
p arliam en tary 
maneuvering to reach that out­ 
come Thursday. 
Both sides agreed that no 
more 
busing 
am endm ents 
would be offered in the remain­ 
ing debate on the $23-billion 
education bill, extending and 
revising many ol the most im­ 
portant federal school aid pro 
grams. 
The Senate canceled today's 
session on the legislation and 
agreed to pass the measure 
Monday after a lengthy day de­ 
voted to other kinds ol amend­ 
ments. 
The tight over busing then 
will shift to the Senate-House 
conference on the legislation 
The House adopted a far more 
stringent anti-busing provision 
than the Senate 
The Senate compromise pro­ 
vision. which squeaked through 
47-46, was presented by Re­ 
publican Leader Hugh Scott 
joined by Democratic Leader 
'like Mansfield 


Its key provisions state that 
new restrictions on busing in 
the bill are not intended to limit 
the power of the courts to order 
busing if this is necessary to 
enforce the Constitution. 


Civil rights advocates said 
they did not like the new re­ 
strictions on busing in the com­ 
promise but regarded it as a 
satisfactory outcome to the dis­ 
pute. 
The principal new limitation 
contained in the provision final­ 
ly adopted is a congressional 
|K)liey I mding that pupils should 
not be bused beyond the next 
c losest school to their homes.

Arabs May Get 
Advanced /MIG 
Jet Fighters 


WASHINGTON <AP> - US. 
intelligence sources say Russia 
may be preparing to ship some 
of its advanced MIG23 jet fight­ 
ers to Arab air forces. 
This could spell trouble for 
the Israeli Air Force if the 
MIG23 “flogger" appears in 
numbers on the Syrian front. 
More than that, it would sug­ 
gest that Russia is prepared to 
stiffenSyria’s ability and will to 
fight while the United States is 
trying to restore a truce be­ 
tween the Syrians and Israelis. 
US. analysts say the MIG23, 
with a top speed of nearly 2,000 
miles 
an 
hour, 
would 
sig­ 
nificantly boost the power of 
Arab air forces now equipped 
with earlier model fighters. 
Intelligence 
sources 
say 
crated MIG23s have been seen 
near a Black Sea port from 
which the Russians ship mili­ 
tary equipment by sea to Syria 
and other Arab nations. 
Israeli 
D efense 
M inister 
Moshe Dayan claimed early 
last month that MIG23s were in 
Syria. A Pentagon spokesman 
said at the time that “there is 
no evidence that the MIG23 has 
appeared in Syria." 
About two weeks later, Syr­ 
ian President Hafez Assad re­ 
turned home from Moscow with 
a promise of additional arms 
from the Soviet Union. Beirut 
newspapers said Russia had 
pledged early delivery of ad­ 
vanced jet fighters and sur­ 
face-to-surface missiles. 
About that 
time. 
US. in­ 
telligence reported, Soviet 
merchant ships unloaded 
12 
crated MIG21 jets at the Syrian 
port of Latakia.

Judge to Rule

Against Gurney 
TALLAHASSEE. Fla. (AP) 
— A county judge has promised 
to rule today on a motion to 
throw out a charge of a state 
election law violation against 
Sen. Edward Gurney, R-Fla 
Leon County Judge Charles 
McClure said he would an­ 
nounce his decision during open 
court proceedings on the mo­ 
tion by defense attorney C. 
Harris Dittmar of Jacksonville. 
Dittmar moved for dismissal 
last week on grounds the in­ 
dictment was vague and uncon­ 
stitutional. 
He also charged 
that the Democratic politician 
who made allegations that led 
to the indictment had no ¿actual 
evidence. 
Gurney was indicted by a 
Leon County grand jury last 
month on the misdemeanor 
charge. He is accused of violat­ 
ing state election law by ac­ 
cepting campaign contributions 
without naming a campaign 
treasurer or setting up a cam ­ 
paign bank account. 
Dittm ar m aintained that 
state Rep. Marshall Harris, D- 
Miami, should never have been 
allowed to appear before the 
panel because he had no factual 
evidence to present. 
Harris had accused Gurney 
of admitting during a Decem­ 
ber news conference that he 
had violated state law 
Gurney said he ordered the 
fund-raising stopped but did not 
report the money because he 
had not declared as a candidate 
and therefore had no way to re­ 
port it. 
Gurney, a member of the 
Senate Watergate committee, 
has since declared for re-elec­ 
tion. But he has said he still

Farm Income 
Declines 12% 
During April 


WASHINGTON (AP) - In­ 
comes received by the nation’s 
farm ers dropped 12 per cent in 
April, the fourth straight month 
of decline, the Comm erce De­ 
partm ent reported Thursday. 
The departm ent said the drop 
in income was due to a decline 
in prices received by farm ers 
for livestock and crops, com­ 
bined with rising production 
costs. 
F arm income in April was at 
an annual rate of $25.2 billion, 
down 
from 
$28.6 billion 
in 
M arch and $29.1 billion in Feb­ 
ruary. 
But over all personal income 
of Am ericans increased in April 
for 
the 
third 
consecutive 
month, climbing $7 billion to a 
seasonally adjusted annual rate 
of $1,108.4 billion, or a gain of 
six-tenths of one per cent. 
The personal income figures 
are important because they 
show how much money Ameri­ 
cans will have to spend on 
goods and services in months 
ahead. The figures include in­ 
come from all sources,

BROOKFIELD, Ohio (AP)— 
No talks were scheduled today 
between the school board and 
striking teachers in this Trum­ 
bull County town. 
Meanwhile, in the Cardinal 
School D istrict in Geauga 
County, teachers were to stay 
out of school a second day today 
to protest defeat of a 10-mill 
school levy last week. The 
schools were closed Thursday 
for the first of what the faculty 
called study days. 
School was officially in ses­ 
sion in Brookfield on Thursday, 
after teachers walked out in a 
dispute over pay and the 
board's failure to renew con­ 
tracts of eight teachers. 
School Supt. SP. Wright said 
the teachers were offered a 
$775-a-year raise across the 
bftard, starting next year, but 
the faculty was holding out for a 
pay hike in September. 
Wright said the board agreed 
to reinstate the teachers if the 
rest of the faculty would not de­ 
mand the salary increase this 
year. 
The school system has five 
schools, 92 teachers and about 
2,200 students.

husband and I were very 
grateful for the discussion of 
hiatal hernia in our newspaper 
My husband had this, and we 
elevate the bed eight inches. 
We are both 65 I’m an R.N 
and have had three children, 
and have the usual hemorrhoid 
and varicose vein problems 
from being on my feet all my 
life I’m concerned about the 
eight-inch elevation of the head 
of the bed continuously Will 
this be harmful to our cir 
culation? Should pillows used at 
troublesome times for elevation 
be better and sufficient help? 
Dear Reader — Pillows just 
won’t do for elevation of the 
head in hiatal hernia Too often 
they will only raise the upper 
chest, actually bending the 
chest over the abdomen. This 
com presses the abdom inal 
cavity and 
the increased 
pressure tends to push the 
hernia through the diaphragm. 
If anything, the back should be 
arched and the chest held up to 
create as little compression of 
the abdom inal contents as 
possible. You can see that 


pillows 
could 
even 
m ake 
matters worse 
The upright position does 
increase pressure in the veins 
below the heart which does 
affect 
hem orrhoids 
ai.d 
varicose veins The effect is 
proportional to the increased 
pressure from the body's 
position 
An 
eight-inch 
elevation will not have the 
same degree of effect as you get 
from being upright I guess if 
you wanted a comparison, that 
small amount of elevation is 
more like being on the moon 
with one-sixth the force of 
gravity as compared to stan­ 
ding on earth 
The minimal 
increase in pressure then will 
not greatly influence varicose 
veins or hemorrhoids 
For more information on 
histai hernia (hernia through 
the diaphragm ) write to me in 
care of The Salem News, PD 
Box 1551, Radio City Station, 
New York, N.Y 10019, and ask 
for the booklet on hiatal hernia 
Send 50 cents to cover costs.

neck went into spasm or a 
cramp Many people produce 
the same cramp reaction by 
contracting the calf muscle 
tightly and holding it con 
tracted for a little while The 
cram ped neck m uscle will 
cause the type of sensation you 
describe As the cramp wears 
off the sensation goes away As 
long as you don’t have a stiff 
neck and have good movement 
of your head without p in , I 
would guess you will be just

Gov John J Gilligan and for­ 
mer astronaut John Glenn were 
all smiles in meeting newsmen 
after the primary election- 
both understandably 
Glenn had just defeated in­ 
terim US.Sen. Howard M.Met 
zenbaum, Gilligan’s choice, for 
the Democratic Senate nomi­ 
nation 
Gilligan, renominated fdr a 
second term, had to begin 
patching up party wounds and 
uniting Democrats after the di 
visveness that often accom­ 
panies primary election strug­ 
gles. 
As might be expected, Gilli- 
gan was the more uncomfort­ 
able of the two. But, to prove his 
enthusiasm for the Glenn 
candidacy, the governor said he 
would be willing to carry the 
former astronaut piggyback 
down a Columbus street if that 
would help the party next No­ 
vember 
Reporters asked Glenn about 
state chairman William A.La- 
velle, who helped Gilligan get 
the Metzenbaum endorsement 
by 
the State Democratic 
Executive Committee. 
“It’s too early to try to say 
who is going to be in each spot.” 
said Glenn. “I think we all need 
some time to get some sleep. 
We can think about details 
later.” 


Ross Pepple of Lima, once a 
powerful voice as Republican 
chairman of the state Senate 
Finance Committee, puts his 


money where his mouth is 
The retired lawmaker came 
down from Lima and paid to 
havp his own news conference 
in a Columbus hotel to score 
Democratic members of the 
House ludiciary Committee for

During the second half of the 
season. May 8 through 11. in the 
same 14 southern Ohio counties, 
an additional 10 turkeys were 
harvested.
